IMPARTIAL, NOT NBOTRAL 





SHANGUAI, SATURDAY, APRIL 24, 1880, 





Ie thore oxistod auyoue acquainted with 
the internal economy of China who 
had hopo that the day was approaching 
when tho financial arrangements of the 
Empire would bo placed on a better 
footing, be will probably acknowledgo 
that that hopo has vanished, aud that 
the Poking Gazelle of 24-25th March 
last shows that the very pretence of 
reform has now departed. Tho writer 
who told us that the Lorse-leech bad 
two daughtors whose perpetual ory 
was “give, give” would have added, 
had he lived in these modern times, 
that their residence was in Peking not 
very far removed from the Imporial 
Palace. The picture of so-called finan. 
cial reform, displayed in the official 
Gazette, resolves itselé plainly into a 
demand for more money regardless 
of the measures to be adopted. Tho 
‘Tai-p'ing rebollion depopulated largo 
tracts in Kiangsu, Chékiang and 
Anhui, and later famines in the 
North bave thrown out of cultivation 
important districts in Shantang and 
Shansi. Tho Imperial revoune has 
in cousequence diminished, aud tho 
Irperial financier is sore.“ Get them 
settled,” he cries, “by any means; only 
get them settled, aud remit the land. 
tax.” Ibis not easy to seo how they 
| can be settled, seeing that roads and 
canals have relapsed into a state of 
nature; aud the settler, did he come to 
reside on a holding in the deserted 
land, would find himself unable to buy 
what he needs from the outer world, 
aud equally uuable to dispose of his 
own surplus products. Next is tho 
salt trade. It does not remit enough. 
‘A financier, desirous of reform, would 
point ont how, by the removal of abuses 
and the equalisation of tariffs, the 
article would yield a greater revenue 
at less cost to the Empire, ‘I'he abuses 
Jaro acknowledged and somo of thom 








} 
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pointed out, “No matter,” adds the 
financier of the Imperial Board of 
Revenue, “let the abuses continue, but 
geb more out of the abusers.” Then 
for the Customs, The revenue has 
fallen off, partly because where ports 
are open to foreign trade a considerable 
part of the revenue goes through 
the now department of the foreign 
collectorate, whose receipts it is con- 
venient to forget for the instant; but 
mainly the decrease is attributable 
to the unconstitutional tax called lekin 
which oats the vitals out of trade. The 
provinces ought to be left some revenue 
to moot their own requirements, and 
it is inexpedient to “drain the river 
to catch the fish”—Anglicé, to kill the 
goose that laid the golden eggs. That 
is doubtless true; but the lecch’s 
daughters need the money and are 
regardless of the means; so if the 
rivers are to be drained, by all means 
let it be dono quickly. Likewise the 
lekin, Its contributions have been 
diminishing yearly (a saggestive fi 
in connection with the previous remarks 
as to Customs) ; there is no fixed tariff, 
but each man does as best he can. 
Let for the future the test of honesty 
in a collector be the amount of tax he 
returns as collected! That will soon 
make him look sharp, and let him take 
care above all things that the amount 
ho returns shall be exactly ten times 
the amount be expends. Opinm Tekin 
in the sonthern provinces does not 
return as much by fifty or seventy per 
cent, as it ought. Let it return more, 
and see that after all the other squeezes 
are got out of salt, another one for 
luck sball be raised as lekin’ About 
another thing don’t let there be avy 
doubt. Before an officer is let out of 
a post seo that ho has yielded up to 
the utmost his assessment. Thore is 
no use in his pleading he bas not col- 
lected it, or been able to collect it. 
‘That is his affair ; let him get it however 
ho can, only he must get iv somehow, 
beg, borrow or steal, that is uo affair of 
the Board of Revenue. Land taxes are 
to be returned in full as in former 
assessments. Thero is no use in plend- 
ing alterations in value on uncultivated 
ground; the Board of Revenue does 
not regard trifles. When the Chinese 
Empire was consolidated, its chiefs, 
acting on the prineiple that the virtu- 





ous magistrate cared moro for the} 


people than he did for money, inverted 
the’ syllogism and endeavoured to make 
magistrates honest by leaving them 
poor, “Virtue,” the proverb tells us, 
ig its own reward,” aud the glory of 
having ruled the poople woll was 
sufficient compensation to an officor. A 
Viceroy’s salary, we learn from Meadows, 
was £60 a sear, that of a Governor 
of a proviues £50, and a Taotai’s 

purchasing power of money 
ed in the course of time, an 





in their own pockets put their bands 
iv other peoples. Many centuries ago 
this fact was discovered, and the Govern- 
mout of tho day found a remedy in 














increasing the salaries of the magis- 
trates, It would have been an unheard- 
of thing to have altered the arrange- 
ments of tho “former Emperors,” so 
the increase took a separate form 
under the name of “anti-extortion 
allowance.” A Viceroy got some 
£8,000 a year and a Taotai £1,000, 
and had their necessary assistants been 
paid in the same proportion, they 
might have got on_pretty well on their 
now salaries. Anyhow the money 
was received year by year, and its 
name uow and then reminded. the 
recipiout that his salary was intended 
to place him above the temptation of 
seeking, by irregular means, to become 
rich. Like most other reforms in 
China, it came too late to answer its 
ends, butits title was at least suggestive, 
Anyway governments did not like to 
touch it; they would fine an official a 
year’s salary at a time as a sort of zest 
to honest administration, but the “anti- 
extortion allowance” was left untouched 
as a-sort of safeguard. About twenty 
years ago, however, during the T'ai- 
ping rebellion thisallowancecommenced 
to be drawn on to support the military 
exigencies of the time. Those oxi 
goucies the Bourd of Revenue tells us 
have now ceased, but it is a pity that 
80 nice a little sum should be spent on 
avy sentimental incentive to honesty. 
The horse-leech's daughters want 
money, and don’t care about extortion, 
so let tho amount, about Taels 900,000, 
be sent up to Pekin; Mandarins 
won't squeeze more than they did 
before ; at all events there is no use in 
our dealings with them of holding up 
between us this ray of auti-extortion ; 
we understand one another, verbum 
sapientibus. Agnin, 150 years ago 
the Board of Revenue found itself 
short of funds, so it called on the 
provinces to stump up 24% extra 
annually till the loss was made good, 
‘This was done in eight years, but the 
tax seemed so charmingly simple that 
it was a pity to do away with it. The 
provinces accordingly were told to 
keep it up, but to put it in their own 
pockets till again asked for it. Forty 
years ago tho Board of Revenue again 
bethought of its 239%, and ordered 
the provinces tosend it up. Unluckily, 
it was not so ensy to dosoas a hundred 
years previously, and so it never was 
sent up in full, and the provinces were 
in arrears at the end of last year some 
| two million taels; this is dreadful, 
| True, the exactions in the provinces 
have gone on increasing year after 
| year as the daughters of the horse- 
| leech got more lungry. This particular 
124% onght to give three.quarters 
[of a million aunually. What is a 
province for only to be taxed? Lot it 
be taxed accordingly. Poor Sbansi 
is in bard case, the moro the pity; 
but take care that as soon as she 
has the coin she must pay. ‘Then 
public works ran away with a vast lot 
| of money. What is the use of roads 
{and canals and bridges and ombank- 
ments? Ouce upon a time there wore 














none; Iet them alone, they are beneath 
contempt. Palaces at Peking, and 
Great Altars, and Imperial Mausolea, 
and silk dresses for the Emperor's 
Palace, and eanuchs and favourites 
about the Palace; these are things to 
make a nation rich, and these we shall 
have, will spend the money honestly on 
these, and be assured our expenses 
will quite come up to the estimates. 
Such is the scheme of amendment of 
the finances put forward by the Board 
of Revenue, It winds up with tho 
hope that its own spirit will actuate the 
provinces, and that the officials will not 
fail to help it in its difficulties. To 
judge from appearauces we have an 
instalment of its probable offorts hung 
out before us. Kiangsn is to be cleared 
of the vice of opium-smoking, and the 
Municipal Council is to be offered 
the equivalent of its revenue from 
opium-houses if it will permit them 
to be shut, ‘This may seem a strange 
method of raising a revenue, but 
Chinese ways are peculiar, as our 
sketch of the project of the Board 
of Revenue will show. The Municipal 
Council has not lately been notorious 
for worldly wisdom and probably seoks 
its treasures in heaven ; bub we bardly 
imagive the scheme of Ting Fu-tai 
will mect with au appreciative responso 
from those guardians of the publio purse 
especially when it is the outcome of the 
needs not the virtues of the Court at 
Peking.

‘The amount subscribed at Hongkong by 
Freemasons, under the English and Scotch 
constitutions, towards the Irish Famine 
sufferers is about $1,700, which will be paid 
into the General Fund, to be dealt with as 
the Committee decide. 

Advices from Tieutsin, says the Fuochow 
Herald, ace of very warlike character. 
Large bodies of native troops are being 
concentrated around the capital, and war 
with Russia was, in native circles, con- 
sidered inevitable. 

The Daily Press of the 14th inst. says 
intelligence has been received in Hong- 
Kong, by telegraph, of the decease of Mr. 
©, Morland Kerr, lately manager of the 
Oriental Bank Corporation, This intimaa~ 
tion will be received with regret by a large 
circle of friends. 

The Russian Minister of the Interior is 
making arrangements for the despatch next 
summer of four steamers, laden with exiles, 
to the island of Saghalien, in the Pacific. 
Each vessel will take out five or six hundred 
exiles, among them being many Nihilists at 
present confined in the provincial prisons 
of Russia, 

‘A telegram from Washington, dated the 
19th March, states that the President 
has nominated Mr. W. P. Mangum, now 
U.S. Consul at Nagasaki, to be Consul 
at Tientsin, and to fill the vacancy caused 
by his transferenco Mr. A. ©. Jones of 
Wost Virginia is nominated. We are also 
informed that Mr. W. L. Scruggs, U.S. 
Consul at Chinkiang, is to be transferred to 
Canton. 

In reference to the nomination of Mr. J. 
B, Angell, as United States Minister to 
Peking, from a telegram from Washington, 
uted 19th March, it appears that Mr. John 
Russell Young, who accompanied General 
Grant as his secretary in his tour round 
the world, and afterwards wrote a descrip- 
tion of the journey, was also strongly 
recommended for the appointment, and it 
is also said that Secretary Evarts thought 
of transferring the Hon. J. A. Bingham, 
now United States Minister at Tokio, to 
Peking. 

Soveral most pleasurable excursions and 
races took place last summer and autumn 
under the auspices of the Shanghai Sailing 
Club, and those interested in yachting and 
boating will be pleased to hear that the 
Club is likely to become a permanent 
institution, At a meeting just held Mr. 
Little has been appointed Commodore, 
‘Mr. Holliday vice-Commodore, and Mr. 
H. Dowdall, Honorary Secretary ; and these 
three gentlemen will compose a committee 
for the management of the Club generally. 
‘Phe opening cruise has been fixed for 
Monday, the 3rd proximo, the boats to 























rendezvous off the Public Garden at 3 
o'clock. It was resolved to invite the 
owners of all yachts and fast sailing house- 
boats in Shanghai to join the Club. 

Count Szechenyi has not been more 
successful than his predecessors in pene- 
trating Thibet. On his arrival at Batang, 
notwithstanding the fact of his being 
furnished with passports from the Tsung-li 
Yamén, he was refused admission. Some 
two thousand men were placed on the 
Thibetan side of the frontier with orders 
to prevent any further advance, and seeing 
that any further attempts would be useless, 
he was reluctantly compelled to change his 
route for Bhamo. We are not informed 
of the road traversed between Batang and 
the Burmese froutier. His two companions 
proceeded at once to Caleutta, ex ruute for 
Europe, while the Count himself determined 
to remain at Bhamo for some time longer 
to enjoy the wild sports at that secluded 
station. 

‘The annual meeting of the members of 
the Cricket Club was held last evening at 
the Shanghai Club under the presidency of 
Sir William Johnston, About twenty mem- 
bers were present. The accounts, which 
showed a debit balance of Tls. 14.27, were 
passed ; and Sir William Johnston and 
Messrs. J. F. Holliday, Stuart, Burrows, 
Lamond, and W. C. Ward, were elected 
the Committee for the ensuing year. A 
discussion took place as to the advisability 
of reducing the entrance feo and annual 
subscription from Tis. 25 to ‘Tis. 15. Mr. 
Veitch and Mr. C. F. R. Allen were the 
principal supporters of the alteration, and 
proposed a resolution in favour of its adop- 
tion. An amendment was proposed by 
‘Mr. Stuart, and seconded by Mr. Tottie, 
to the effect that it was not advisable that 
the existing entrance fee and subscription 
be altered, and this amendment was 
eventually carried by a majority of three. 

Better late than never. At last it is 
notified that subscription lists for the Irish 
Famine Relief Fund are at the Shanghai 
Club, the Club Concordia, the Marine 
Engineers’ Institute, the Temperance Hall, 
and the principal hotels and stores, All 
sections of the foreign community have 
thus an opportunity to subscribe, but the 
arrangements cannot be considered com- 
plete until measures are devised whereby 
the practical sympathy of the Chinese cau be 
enlisted in return for what ‘ warm-hearted” 
hmen contributed to relieve their 
famine-sticken countrymen only a short 
time ago. Why should the natives here not 
be asked to subscribe when they have con- 
ixibuted so liberally to the cause at Hon 
kong, many of the outports, and elsewhere ; 
and, as we suggested some days ago, 
who are more likely to be successful in 
soliciting their aid than the missionaries 
with their reputation as almoners in the 
famine in the North? At the same time 
they could inculeate one of their own 
maxims that “it is better to give than to 
receive.” 

‘We understand that Dr. J. R. Lambuth 
leaves Shanghai shorély for Soochow for 
the purpose of making arrangements for 
the establishment of an opium hospital in 
that city. During the recent visit of Dr. 
Osgood here, whose hospital at Foochow 
































for those who suffer from abuse of tho 
drug is so successfully carried on, Dr. 
Lambuth obtained from him all the neces- 
saty information as to the details of work- 
ing such an institution. It appears that 
there is a special official appointed at 
Soochow to take charge of the foreigners 
resident there and those visiting the 
city, and also to deal with general matters 
concerning them. We hear that in an inter 
view with this official, Dr. Lambuth has 
been assured of the support and aid of the 
Chinese authorities in the proposed under- 
taking. 

Among the telegrams received by the 
French mail is one from Galle, dated 23rd 
March, announcing the death of Mr. E. 
D. Sassoon, of the firm of Messrs, David 
Sassoon, Sons and Co., and brother of Sir 
Albert Sassoon. ‘The deceased gentleman 
left Bombay by the last steamer for a sea 
voyage to the Straits and China, He was 
taken seriously ill on the voyage and 
landed at Galle, hoping to return to Bom- 
bay, but the disease he was suffering from 
progressed rapidly, and he died on the 
previous day, the 22nd March, His 
remains were to be removed to Bombay 
by the first steamer. During his illness, at 
the Oriental Hotel, he received every care, 
Dr. Anthonisz being unremitting in his 
attention, ‘he deceased gentleman's career 
is associated with the growth of our Model 
Settlement, and the news of his death will 
be received with general regret, He was the 
founder of the branch of the Sassoon’s 
business in Canton, and was tho senior 
partuer in E, D. Sassoon, Sons and Co., 
which firm he established about twolve 
years ago. 

On Sunday morning at the Church of Our 
Saviour, Hongkew, the Rev, R. Nelson, 
D.D., selected as the text of his discourse 
John XL 2, 26. After a few prefatory 
remarks, the rev. gentleman proceeded to 
say that he had chosen this text as one 
suitable to au occasion on which he 
intended to say something about th 
late Miss Fay, who had spent her life 
in the mission field, and whose remains 
had recently been brought to Shanghai 
from Chefoo. He then went on to 
give a sketch of her life, enumerating 
her varied and numerous accomplishinents, 
and giving a somewhat detailed account of 
her missionary labours, which were chietly 
educational, and concluded his sermou by 
holding up the life and labours of the 
deceased lady as worthy of imitation by all his 
hearers. His discourse was very interesting 
and was listened to with close attention, 
‘The congregation was a large one. Before 
the service commenced, the choir, whose 
strength has been lately reinforced with 
advantage in the bass part, sang an 
anthem, “Oh, pray for the peace of 
Jerusalem,” in a way that made it a very 
welcome addition. 

‘The case of Bean and others v, Duff and 
others was heard in H.M.'s Supreme Court 
on the 22ud inst., before G. French, Esq., 
Chief Justico. Mr. R.E, Wainewright ap- 
peared fur the plaintiffs, and Mr. A. Robin- 
son for the defendants. ‘The petition prayed 
the Court to order the sale of all property 
of the Chinkiang Club, and the division of 
the proceeds equally among the present 
members, after paying all just claims, and 
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the repayment of outstanding original 
shares. After hearing the arguments of 
the respective Counsel, His Lordship 
dismissed the suit, adding that the costs 
would follow the decision. = 

In the United States Court for the 
Consular District of Shanghai, the charge 
against James Brennan, a marine on board 
the U.S. corvette Monocacy, for the murder 
of a British subject named Caleb Hope, 
alias George Enright, alias “Buller,” 
was investigated yesterday before O. N. 
Denny, Esq., Consul-General, sitting as 
Tudge, and Messrs. C. P. Blethen, RF. 
Eastlack, W. H. Carr, and C. Hutchings, 
Associates, Mr. Myburgh, Acting Crown 
Advocate of H.M.’s Supreme Court, con- 
ducted the prosecution under a special order 
from the United States Court, and Mr. 
J. J. Henderson appeared on behalf of the 
prisoner. The witnesses examined were 
some of those who gave evidence at the 
inquest held by the British authorities, 
when their testimony was fully reported in 
ourcolumns. The prisoner gave his version 
of the affair on oath, and this morning the 
respective Counsel summed up the case. 
Judgment was reserved. Want of space 
compels us to hold over our detailed 
report. 

Shortly after midnight on Wednesday a 
fire broke out in a block of native property 
betiveen the Canton and Foochow Roads, the 
main entrance to which is a passage leading 
from the Canton Road, a short distance to 
the west of Honan Road. In response to 
the alarms sounded at the different Police 
Stations, all the brigades were quickly on 
the spot, but as access to the seat of the 
fire could only be obtained through narrow 
passages it was difficult to lay the hose from 
all the engines, This, however, made 
little difference, for before the brigades 
arrived all the buildings in a square 
surrounded by high walls were ablaze ; and 
there being little wind it was apparent 
that the flames could be confined within 
this space. Water was obtained from the 
fire-wells in the Canton and Foochow 
Roads and from tho Yang-king-pang 
Creok. No sooner had the firemen 
commenced operations than there was a 
perceptible diminution of the flames, and 
by one o'clock they were entirely under 
subjection. All the buildings, however, 
within the square were completed gutted. 
From what we could learn they comprised 
seven houses with accommodation for the 
storage of merchandise, three being occu- 
pied by merchants, one a trader in piece 
goods, another a dealer in opium, and the 
third a dealer in native produce ; another 
was ocoupied by a retired merchant's family, 
and the three others by the family of th 
well-known contractor and builder 
Yuon-cheong, to whom the buildings 
formerly belonged, but we understand 
he sold them a skort time ago. Whether 
much merchandise was destroyed we 
could not ascertained, but if any was 
stored there undoubtedly it was, for the 
flames spread so rapidly that the inmates 
had not time to save anything. Detach- 
ments of sailors were sent from some of 
the men-of-war in harbour, and they 
rendered valuable assistance to the firemen 














in extinguishing the flames. 


On the 20th of July 1879, the iron 
American barque Benclutha arrived at Woo- 
sung from Chefoo in tow of the C.M.S.N. 
Co.’s steamer Chintung, having been 
bought at that port asa wreck by Messrs. 
S.C. Farnham and Co. In the meantime 
she has been lying at the Tong-ka-doo 
Dock her purchasers having resolved to 
lengthen her and convert her into a screw 
steamer. To this end she has been divided 
into two parts, and on Saturday the “ fore 
body” was drawn 57 feet 6 inches away 
from the after one. Several ladies and 
gentlemen were present to witness the 
operation, the majority of them having 
been accommodated with steam launches 
by Messrs. Farnham and Co. A 1j-inch 
chain was attached to the stem of the 
vessel, and a chain bridle was fastened 
to a 12 x"12 beam placed amidships 
about half-way up the side of the 
vessel. Six tackles, with from 5-inch 
to inch ropes, were used, and over 
200 coolies were employed to work them. 
‘The part of the ship to be moved was 
on two greased skids, a frame having been 
fixed under the bows to run on these 
beams. ‘Three supports were placed on 
each side of the ‘fore body ” extending 
to the side of the dock, and were moved 
as it progressed. It began to move at 
2.10 p.m., and had gone the distance 
required at 2.52 p.m. It is estimated that 
the weight of the body moved was about 500 
tons. An acknowledged judge of shipping 
matters was heard to say that the vessel, 
as she lay, after this was done, was in very 
“good sheer.” When the vessel is com- 
pleted her dimensions will be as follows :— 
Length of main deck 271 ft., length over all 
295 ft., beam amidships 33 ft., depth of 
hold 12 ft. Gin., depth between decks 7it. 
Sin.; depth of upper deck 6ft. Gin. ; total 
depth 26ft. 3in. As regards her engines 
and boilers, her high pressure cylinder 
will be 30 inches diameter, low pressure 
cylinder 56 inches; length of stroke 36 
inches. She is to have steam starting gear 
and governor turning gear, and two boilers. 
Her coal bunkers will have a capacity of 200 
tons. Her donkey boiler will be 4 ft. 8 in. 
in diameter, and 8 ft. G in. in length. 
After the successful accomplishment of the 
operation, all the visitors were requested 
by the members of the firm present to go to 
the house to partake of refreshments, an 
invitation that it is almost needless to say 
was unanimously accepted. By four o'clock 
two of the-launches had returned to the 
Old Dock, the occupants feeling gratified 
that the pleasure of the afternoon had been 
accompanied by a successful mechanical 
operation on the part of Messrs. S. C. 
Farnham & Co. 

Avery successful entertainment was given 
on Saturday evening at the Temperance 
Hall in the Nanking Road by the members 
of “ the Shanghai Lodge,” No. 4, 1.0.G.T., 
under the presidency of Mr. 0. P. Blethen. 
The programme embraced comic and 
sentimental songs and recitations, all of 
which were creditably rendered ; and 
an address by the Rev. W. 8. Holt, in 
advocacy of temperance principles, was 
much appreciated. The entertainment was 
free, and, as usual, there was a large 
attendance. 


























We hear that the Russian Government 
intonds devoting a quarter of a million 
roubles during the current year towards 
military and topographical surveys in 
Ceutral Asia and along the Chinese frontier. 
This is ominous, and the English authorities 
should be on the alert. 

‘Phe report that one of the cruisers of 
the Russian Volunteer Flest is about to 
proceed to Viadivostock, taking torpedoes 
and torpedo boats as part of its cargo, 
and the announcement that a regular 
service of steamers will shortly be 
established between Odessi and Viadi- 
vostock, and that these vessels will 
regularly take out large quantities of war 
material, direct attention once more to a 
place which has of late been frequently men- 
tioned. Viadivostock, some sixty miles to 
the north of the southern extremity of the 
Russian seaboard on the Asiatic sido of 
the North Pacific, is admirably suited to 
be, and is undobtedly intended to be, 
made the principal naval station of Eastern 
Siberia, ‘The harbour is one of the finest 
in the world, and as long ago as 1873 
the Russias had, according to the state- 
ment of an English naval officer, begun to 
move down there a good deal of the machi- 
nary of the dockyard established at Nico- 
laevsk in 1855, while many of the officials 
had also been removed thither from this 
last-named place. ‘The same naval officer 
also states that the harbour is well capable 
of defence, and from its position with 
regard to Japan, China and the Corea, must 
be an important station in the event of any 
troubles in the East.—Pall Mall Gazette, 

The Times has the following on the 
proposed new see in North China :— An 
anonymous donor has offered the sum of 
£10,000 as the nucleus of an endowment 
fund for a new bishopric in North China, 
‘The Archbishop of Canterbury has accepted 
the offer and approved the proposed new 
see, which is to be regarded as a missionary 
and uot a territorial one. In consequence 
of the expense of the necessaries of life and 
travelling, it has been decided that tho 
minimum capital for endowment shall be 
£13,000, and to the offer of £10,000 the 
Society for Promoting Christian Know- 
ledge aud the Colonial Bishopries Fund 
will each probably add £1,000. ‘The Primate 
will have the selection of the first Bishop, 
and it is anticipated that an appointment 
will soon be made.” Commenting on the 
above, the Londno and China Enpress 
says it evidently refers to the proposal to 
have a Bishop of Chefoo, and is quite 
distinct from the O.M.S, Bishopric at 
Ningpo. It will bo remembered that on 
Bishop Russell's death the proposition was 
again urged, and the above appears to be 
that scheme. The C.MLS., in reply toa 
letter from the Archbishop, stated that 
they proposed already withdrawing from 
Peking, so that it would not affect them in 
any way. ‘They hoped that the boundaries 
of the two sees would be clearly defined 
before either Bishop was consecrated, ‘The 
Society for Promoting Uhristian Knowledge 
some time ago opened an endowment fund 
for the Chefoo Bishopric at the suggestion 
of Admiral Ryder.

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‘THE FALL OF THE CONSERVATIVE MINISTRY. 
“Tr is the unexpected which always 
happens.” So said Benjamin Disraeli in 
one of his early novels, and the saying 
bas been verified in the days of his old 
age to Lord Beaconsfield. As far as 
we can judge ina place remote from 
the scene of the great transaction, the 
majority gained by the Liberals bas 
been a startling surprise to the Tory 
party. There was certainly nothing 
to lead men to anticipate this result six 
weeks ago. Everything seemed to 
promise that the Government wonld 
remain with the Conservatives for 
another period. It was expected they 
would return to power with dimiuations 
in the number of their much reviled 
‘mechanical majority,’ but that they 
had still the bulk of the constituencies 
with them seemed to those who read 
tho London papers certain. It appears, 
however, that tho important organs 
of public opinion mistook the voice of 
the country. ‘The provincial Press was 
right atid the metropolitan Press wrong. 
‘The often repeated statement that the 
Tories had the approval of a fow loud- 
voiced journals and of the West End 
Clabs seems at last to have come true 
thongh the assertion was made long 
before it was true, We must not, 
however, imagine that the accession to 
power of the Beaconsfield Cabinet was 
other than a boon to the country. We 
hope and believe that they have mado 
a roturn to “the passive principle of 
non-interference” impossible, and at all 
events they have done substantial good. 
They havo certainly strengthened the 
position of England and given her 
once more a voice in Baropean affairs. 
They have secured the route to India 
and put us in a better position than 
ever to hold its gates. They bave 
settled the Enstern Question in all likeli- 
hood for a considerable time. They 
have proved that should any necessity 
arise, as far as Asiatic complications 
are concerned, England is not only a 
naval but a military power with the 
vast armies of India at her command. 
In Afriea they have borne the brant of 
a difficult contest and crushed a revolt- 
ing system of cruelty and tyranny. 
Unhappily for the moment, but we 
believe with most fortunate ultimate 
results, their wars have shown the 
weakness of our English army, and the 
first act of the Liberals will probably 
be the anpleasant one of undoing much 
that their War Minister, Lord Cardwell, 
received his peerage for doing. They 
have inaugurated Iaw reforms which 
wo hope their successors will be wise 
and fearless enough to carry out, All 
this has beon done with oxtraordinary 
hindrances, for depressed trade, bad 
harvests, famines in India and Ireland, 
and almost every conceivable misfortane 
has beset them as they pursued their 
policy. Mr. Gladstone has said that he 
does not envy Lord Granville or Lord 
Hartington or anyono who is to inherit 








the countless blunders which havo 
been committed. It seems really that 
the Liberals will come in on the full 
tide of prosperity at Home, and will be 
able to undertake the gigantic tasks of 
disestablishing the Church of Scotland 
and revising the law of “hypothec” 
without any special hindrance from the 
world. ‘They have a fnir field for 
feats of domestic legislation which will 
no doubt be accomplished as quickly 
as is compatible with the vastness of 
the operations and the verbosity of the 
principle operator. 

It is quite possible, however, that in 
the end the accession of the Liberals 
to power may do good. The temptation 
to go on meddling with Asiatic polities 
seemed to be irresistible to the Beacons- 
field Cabinet, and we might have been at 
last in an awkward imbroglio. But 
should the dreaded European war arise, 
tho Liberals, if they have to remain in 
power will be obliged to take a page 
out of the Conservative book, as the 
people will not permit England to sit 
quiescent at the Council Board and 
“ging a song of ‘placebo.’” Ina word, 
we believe the historian’s view of the 
late Ministry’s conduct will be in the 
ninin that taken by Mr. Cowen, and we 
frankly believe it has done England 
unmixed good. Still, porbaps, the 
immediate mission of the Conservatives 
is over. They have re-nsserted the 
dignity of the country and placed it in 
the front once more. An interval of 
repose is now clearly needed. There 
is much to be done and the Liberal 
party contains men of the highest 
ablility, who if they aro well led will 
undoubtedly set about doing it. If, 
however, the new Ministry attempt 
to subvert the acts of their predeces- 
sors, we believe the majority which 
they have gained will soon dwindle. 
It is noteworthy and encouraging that 
during the present (?) session the 
strictures of the Opposition have been 
much less violent than they were before, 
With the exception of the Duke of 
Argyll, who revived the whole Afghan 
Question in the Lords, and serves it 
up again in an article in the Contempo- 
rary Review with an indictment 
agaiust the Ministry in ten counts, the 
Liberals have been growing moderate. 
The explanation is easy. They have 
probably known that the time was 
drawing near when they would be 
called upon to undertake the actual 
responsibilities of Government, and they 
have been wisely reticent. Mr. Glad- 
stone, in a letter to the Edinburgh 
newspapers, states that it is one of the 
nine new Tory calumuies against him 
that he is about to withdraw the 
country from all its entangling 
engagements, i.e., to break them. Lord 
Hartington in his ‘able address to 
the electors of North-East Lancashire 
is obliged to recapitulate the charges 
against the foreign policy of the 
Conservatives on which the Opposition 
has lived, but he dwells on Home 
policy with the strongest emphasis. We 
have promises of prompt attention to the 








great Home questions. The new 
Ministry will set to work to amend the 
popalar representation in Parliament, 
to apply the principles of local self. 
government to the counties and rural 
districts, and to remove artificial end 
obsolete restrictions from the natural 
distribution of land. This is an exten- 
sive programme, and may well occupy 
the time of all the men “of light and 
leading” who will form the Cabinet, 
but if disturbances arise on the Con- 
linent (and Lord Beaconsfield’s letter 
to the Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland is 
not without significance) there must 
bo no retrogression to the policy of 
surrender and humiliation. 





A FREE PRESS IN JAPAN. 
Tue foreign newspapers published in 
Japan are constantly filled with articles 
that throw light on the state of that 
couutry’s march in tho direction of 
rational liberty and free institutions, 
The Press Laws are folt by many 
Japanese, who have drank deoply of 
the stream of Western knowledge and 
imbibed many advanced Western ideas, 
to be an irksome and almost uubearable 
curb on tho expression of opinion. We 
watch with very considerable interest 
the straggle that is going on, but wo 
feel that in the main the Press Laws 
of 1875 were wise and right. When 
we say that a nation is not “fit for 
liberty,” we make the remark with a 
wholesome dread of the time-honoured 
rejoinder, “that it is difficult to 
understand how a nation can be fit 
for anything elso;” and yet, in fact, 
we are well awaro that Japan is in a 
state of ferment aud uncertainty which 
renders it a hazardons experiment to 
try and give’ the country a free Press 
all at once. To find a reason for this 
we must go back to the old feudal 
times. When the Daimios wore domin- 
ating in Japau they gathered round 


them, as everyone knows, groups of 


sworders and swaggerers, who wore 
the crest of the great man and lived 
on his lavish bounty. They were “the 
rafllers of the camp and court,” and 
looked down with magnificeut contempt 
upon the industrious hard-working 
classes. They had the rank of gentle- 
men, though they deserved the title as 
little as any class of men who ever 
bore it. They bad, as a writer in 
the Japan Mail well says, old instincts 
“ of idleness and arrogance.” 

‘The great change came. The power 
of the feudal princes was swept away 
at a stroke, and the swordsmen who had 
been so ready to finger their blades and 
to vent their oaths found themselves 
abraptly without an occupation, Tho 
authority of the Mikado was established, 
andall was altered. Few persons were 
found to sympathise with the hangers- 
on of the grent nobles and they were 
in evil case. ‘They could not dig, but 
they were not ashamed to beg. Ab last, 
however, they had to turn their hands 
to something, or at least those who had 
sons found that some work had to be 
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done, if not by themselves, at least by 
their progeny to gain the daily rice, 
‘What more natural than that they 
should at once set to work to aasail 
the Government, which was oppress- 
ing them, with the weapons still left 
in their bands? ‘Their swords were 
taken away, but they bad their pens. 
Innuendo aud invective, pacngraph and 
pasqninade, libel and Iampoon, wore the 
weapons left to the Yakonins and the 
son of the Yakonius, and they employed 
thom with unbridled licence. The writer 
in the Japan Mail describes the class 
woll when he says “No longer able to 
hang aboat some baronial residence to 
eat their daily rice in indolence, to 
swagger two-sworded through ‘the 
streets and lanes to the terror of the 
country side, no longer able to plot 
and shout for a return to fendality and 
the expulsion of foreigners, they or 
their sons have changed their attitude. 
Having picked up a few crumbs of 
Westorn knowledge, and acquired some 
inadequate and distorted incidents in 
Western history, they pose now ar 
advanced patriots, and endeavour by 
false reasoning, false statements, false 
comparisons to create a fictitious excite- 
ment on bebalf of the most extreme 
and sudden inuovations.” Periodically 
articles and pamphlets appear in Japan 
written by this class of men and 
they aro still suppressed. We imagine 
that no other course is possible, but 
wo mast not imagine that Japan 
is retrograding. Ou the contrary, there 
seems every reason to hope that the 
final grant, that of a Representative 
House of Assembly, will not bo long 
withheld from the Japanese, and that 
tho present Government is Inbouring 
to moot this demand of the people. 
Still tho existence of a class like that 
which wo have attempted to describe, 
naturally makes the Government wary | 
in grauting immediate reforms. The 
class is n dangerous one, and it would 
be extremely hozardons to venture on 
constitutional changes when this perilous 
clement was active in society. Just as 
Europe suffers from the relies of the 
revolutionary epoch in the shape of 
Carbonari and Nihilists, so Japan suffers 
from the relics of the feudal epoch 
in the shape of ex-sworders who have 
taken to newspaper writing. The 
history of the sappression of the armies 
of Daimios’ retainers in Japan, aud the 
mischief done to society by their 
lingering influence, is full of instruction 
to us. A short time ago it was pro- | 
posed to reduce the native armies of the 
great Indian feudatories of the Empire, 
ag it was alleged that by so doing we 
should be enabled to reduce our own 
forces and thus diminish the expenses 
of India, It was even held out as a/ 
prospect that the six millions derived | 
from opium would not be needed if; 
we were evabled to make this extensive | 
reduction in our military establishment. | 
But what would be done by the dis- | 
bauded soldiers of the Rajabs aud | 
Mabatajahs? Would they not be a 
source of danger to the ruling race ? 


















These are questions which aro worth 
asking aud not easy to answer, and 
those statesmen who contemplate any 
mensure of the kind shadowed ont by 
the Times must couut the cost, and let 
Japan teach them the risks they will 
ran. 


MONUMENTS AND MEMORIALS. 
Wuart constitates the best memorial of a 
dead benefactor of his fellow creatures? 
This is a question which is always 
recurring, and which generally receives 
an aucertain reply. There are two 
views of the subject,and for convenience 
sake we may call these two viows the 
sentimental and the utilitarian view: 
Tt must be understood, however, that 
both terms are employed in a good 
sense aud that we do not desire any 
idea of mawkishness to tinge the word 
“sentiment” nor any coarse or degrading 
associations to gather round the word 
“atilitarian.” The utilitarian view of 
a monument is something usefal. If a 
great physician dies, let a ward be 
opened in a hospital and let it be 
called after his name. If a great 
scholar dies, let a professorship of 
the language or science in which be 
excelled be endowed at bis university, 
If a great soldior dies, let a military 
college commemorate the illastrious 
name, and assist in the training 
of soldiers like unto him who is gone, 
If a renowued sailor is taken from 
amongst us, let decropit mariners be 
housed and fed in their old age ina 
structure which bears on its pediment 
the name of the sea-captain under 
whom the first generation of pensioners 
fonght. T is all very reasonable, 
and appeals to the plain common sense 
of the mass of mavkind. There is a 
time when people desire to be recalled 
to practical duties and practical claims 
and when it is wise to check the 
lavish expenditure of money in piled- 
up marble and carved stone. ‘The best 
monnment to ® good man or a good 
woman is another good man or good 
woman who imitates their virtnes, and 
an iustitution, in which a number 
of persons are taught to copy the 
deceased is an excellent memorial of 
great and useful qualities. Still, though 
we admit the merits of the utilitarian 
view, we think there is something to be 
snid on the other side. A telling point 
was made recently by a speaker of 
couspicuons ability on this subject 
when he alleged the case of the great 
Hebrew law-giver. The burial-place 
of Moses appears to have been 
mysteriously coucealed, and no oppor- 
tunity was given for the erection of 
a material monument to him whose 
memorials were to be au enfranchised 
and organized nation, a religion, and 
polity, It must not be assumed, 
however, that tho Hebrew  serip- 
tures discountenance monuments. The 
Sbemitie race has always been nerv- | 
ously apprehensive of the perils latent | 
in wsthetic culture. Though individuals ; 
of that race have excelled in nearly | 
every department of art, still the, 




















wisdom of putting up a tangible 
monument was acknowledged on a 
memorable occasion by the successor 
of Moses. The large stone set up 
by Joshua was a memorial of a man 
and a transaction. We have been 
struck by a very pregnant criticism 
on this monument by Dr. Radcliff, 
in the Febrnary number of the The 
Contemporary Review. After quoting 
the passage which relates how Joshua 
ordered the stone to be set up, he says: 
“Explain it as you mny, inanimate 
objects and subjects are connected with 
animate objects and subjects in an 
act of memory hy the indissoluble 
association of ideas.” If we desire the 
memory of  decenred person to be 
preserved, we mnst do it by the mediam 
of some inanimate thing. Rightly or 
wrongly, the dead person is best remem- 
bered when the survivor looks at an 
inanimate object presenting their like- 
ness or benring their name. The use 
of lockets, memorial rings, cameos, 
miviatures, andsuch things are evidences 
of this fact, It is true that a atone 
monument or a stone edifice may cram. 
ble and decay. Europe and Asia aro 
full of battered and mouldering frag- 
ments of what were once stately 
structures commemorating men and 
women long dead. And we maintain 
that they do commemorate thom, and 
that they commemorate them better in 
a certain sense than public institutions, 
No one over passes an Eleanor Cross 
without thinking of the Queen of 
Edward I, but thousnuds pass Green 
wich Hospital withont. recalling Queon 
Mary and tho battle of La Hogue. 














GLIMPSES AT FORBIGN REVIEWS. 
Art is the expression of Nature as viewed 
through the medium of human emotions, 
What Nature is in herself we shall never 
know. What we call Nature is an inter- 
pretation of the real but unknown universe 
into terms of consciousness, There is a 
certain average translation which corres 
ponds to the needs and conditions of 
ordinary life with its controlled emotions, 
but which appears cold and jejune to the 
artist who lives in a world of imagination 
and fancy. ‘The artist's soul is not always 
filled with inspiration, Less often still are 
the prosaic minds of men at large shaken 
by emotional frenzy. It is the object of a 
great work of art to excite fervid emotions 
when they are dormant and then to satisfy 
them, or to satisfy them when through 
accidental circumstances they have been 
excited from without. Art therefore is not 
the idealisation of Nature, for in fact every 
presentation, even the most commonplace, 
of Nature is ideal. It is the transformation 
of the vulgar ideal by transmission through 
a particular medium. Looked at in a cold- 
blooded way, aud from any point of view 
except the suitable one, it is either an exag- 
geration or a distortion. But its message 
is in those to whom it is delivered, and 
the mind not permanently or transiently 
attuned to receive it remains insensible to 
its influence and derisive of its influence on 
others. Whence follow tio considerations 
among a number. One, that the mission 
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of Art is not morality, for morality is the 
permanently organised relation of man to 
his fellow-beings and is intolerant of all- 
mastering and fugitive passion. The other, 
that Art cannot be truly autobiographical, 
for necessarily the occasions of emotional 
expression are comparatively few and far 
between even in a life sustained at the 
highest tension. Bearing all this in mind, 
a delightful half-hour may be spent over 
Klaczko’s second Causerie Florentine (in the 
Revue des deuce: Mondes of the 15th February), 
in which Dante’s relations with Beatrice 
Portinari, and erotic poetry in general are 
subjected to sparkling criticism.—M. Leroy- 
Beaulieu continues his valuable discussion 
of Russian affairs which has now extended 
over the volumes for four years, and pro- 
mises, to judge hy the succession of events 
in Russia, to extond over as many more. 
However beneficent in intention were the 
sweeping reforms introduced by the pre- 
sent Ozar into the administration of 
government, of justice, of the army, the 
finances and the press laws, the fact of their 
being sweeping, and therefore hastily and 
imporfectly considered, has rendered them 
sources of discontent rather than of satis- 
faction. It is not in the power of any 
autocrat to modify a deep-rooted system 
into one theoretically better, without risk- 
ing the stability of the whole, nor to con- 
demn it by acts of reformation without 
inducing a criticism far more wide and 
radial than his own. The impulse once 
given, there is no limit to its operation in 
theory, though the limit of practical applica- 
tion is soon reached. Hence, disappoint- 
ment with discontent in its train, Of 
course there are two opinions as to the 
causes of the failure. The reforms were 
not needed, and were hurtful (as they 
undoubtedly were) to a large class. On 
the other hand, it is declared that reform 
was unavoidable, but that it did not go 
far enough. And in fact it did not, nor 
could not unless it had encroached on the 
region of the impossible. If human nature 
could be changed by decree, things would 
go smoothly in Russia and all the world 
over, but we are still far off from this 
consummation devoutly desired by tyrants. 
In Russia, moreover, unlike the rest of the 
civilised world, it is among a class by 
temperament and education more inacces- 
sible than any other to arbitrary rules of 
conduct and thinking that the anti-social 
movement flourishes. It is not artizans 
and agricultural labourers who protest 
against the inequality of human condi- 
tions, but professors and students, the 
youth of the middle and professional 
classes. It is true that radicalism is a 
disease of adolescence, and that so far as 
is known, comparatively few carry their 
revolutionary ideas far into middle age. But 
this does not alter the facts that the army 
of anti-socialists is constantly recruiting its 
ranks, and that from the nature and 
sources of that recruitment, order is never 
likely to arise out of the chaos which it is 
sought to establish ; rather is that chaos 
likely to become even more confounded. 
Not that there are not signs of the spread 
of the new doctrines to the populace, but 
the instinct of the moujil: leads him to 
uncompromising submission in thought and 
action to those placed above him, and it 











will take long to efface this ingrained dis- 
position. The point at which he is most 
assailable, and at which he is being assidu- 
ously assailed, is his belief in his rights in 
the soil. If the communal system were 
extended to all land indifferently this vul- 
nerable point would not exist. But about 
half the arable land in the Empire is 
reserved from the operation of the system, 
and it is easy to divert the covetousness of 
men who every generation are getting 
poorer upon domains held by territorial 
magnates on a totally different tenure. 
Against this natural covetousness and the 
hate which it engenders, the Russian pea- 
sant’s blind faith, and veneration for the 
existing social order, eannot be expected to 
hold out indefinitely. He is no doubt 
proof against the arguments and sarcasms 
of radical writers, and the wantonness of 
hot-headed demagogues. He cannot enter 
into the dreams of a coming Utopia where 
all men will be equally rich and equally 
powerful. He cannot appreciate the real 
examples of devotion and unselfishness 
which many members of the Nihilist 
societies have displayed. But he can 
draw sufficiently on his imagination to 
conjure up a picture of a life wherein there 
would be less to do and more to get, and 
upon this possibility his Nihilistic assailants 
are diligently working, A revolution, in 
the proper sense of the word, the author 
cousiders for the present impossible. ‘The 
real evil that he anticipates for the Empire 
is not political anarchy, but an anarchy at 
ouce moral and intellectual, exhausting the 
nation’s best energies in fruitless strife, 
undermining the regularity of government, 
and disquieting men’s minds by increasing 
the uncertainties of the future.—M. Richet 
adds an interesting chapter to his work on 
Les Démoniaques autrefvis. Tt is astonish- 
ing, by the way, that a Frenchman can 
seldom or never even allude to matters 
connected with England without falling 
into blunders either major or minor. Thus 
M. Richet, who, as the translator of 
Harvey, must have read a vood deal of 
English dealing with his author, and might 
therefore be expected to look into an 
English History in order to make sure of 
a great historical name, speaks of “ Cardinal 
Winchester” as one of the bitter enemies 
of the Maid of Orleans. He means, of 
course, Cardinal Henry Beaufort, the legit- 
imised son of John of Gaunt, who was 
Bishop of Winchester. A slip like this, 
though quite unimportant in itself, throws 
an unpleasant suspicion of inaccuracy over 
statements and citations that we have not 
the means of verifying. We have not 
space to analyse the paper before us. 
Suffice it to say that as the witches of the 
‘Middle Ages have already been fully identi- 
fied with the hysterical women of the 
present day, so the loup-garou or were-wolf, 
who ate little children “even on Friday,” 
is identified with the lyeanthrop of to-day 
who imagines that he has been changed 
into a beast. Passing from this, M. Richet 
gives a most interesting account of the pro- 
cedure, sacerdotal (in the shape of exorcism) 
and judicial, in cases of sorcery, lycan- 
thropy and epidemic possession, We 
it simile at the follies he brings to 
light, were it not that they invariably 
ended in the burning of some Inckless 





























wretch or wretches. Men, women and 
children, priests and laymen, went in 
crowds to the stake after enduring 
torments worse than death as a pre- 
paration for their supreme moment.— 
Nordenskjold’s successful exploration of 
the North-East Passage is the theme of a 
long article by M. Plauchut, which is the 
best connected account of the entire 
exploit that we have as yet come across. 
It is far more lively and vigorous than that 
contributed to the December and January 
numbers of the Monthly Record of Geo- 
graphy. Tt defies summary. We note in 
passing that the lowest open air tempera- 
ture registered was—46.5° C. or 83,7? F. of 
frost (—51.7° F.)—We have left ourselves 
no space todo more than mention M. 0. 
de Varigny’s sketch of the life and labours 
of a Chinese socialist in the eleventh 
century, and M, F. Brunetitre’s pungent 
criticism of M. Zola, his style and his 
works.

‘The 
Countess has lately opened a hospital, over 
which Miss Howard will preside; all 
medicines and appliances being furnished 
by Lady Li, who takes a keen interest in 
the affair. ’ Lady Li appears from all 
accounts to be a most clever and benevolent 
roman, and is said to have an extraordinary 
fancy for animals.

“Indeed I am sorry 
to say it is not,” replied the Countess ; “at 
present I have only seventy !” 

A report is said to be in circulation among 
the officials that the man recently beheade 
in Kuangsi was not the rebel Li Yang-ts’ai 
atall, but a substitute. If this were truo 
it would not be the first time such a thing 
had been known in the annals of tho 
Chinese Empire.

‘TIENTSIN. 


We hare been having a few days of 
cloudy, chilly weather, not quite natural 
to this season of the year. If it would 
really rain and then clear off, we would be 
better satisfied. There have been a number 
of showers this Spring—more than usual, 
T think—and the wheat is looking exceed 
ingly well. 

The rumours about war seem to be dying 
ouf—at least we hear less of them than 
a short time ago. Out in the country, 
they were greatly multiplied by the fact 
of Soldiers coming towards ‘Tientsin from 
all quarters, to engage in the digging of 
a canal across country, connecting the 
Grand Canal, at a point, known as Tang 
Kwan Tiin, ‘about 43 iniles from here, 
where a large camp is maintained, with the 
Pei-ho, at or near Hsin Chéng, a few 








miles above Takoo, Work was begun on 
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the Ist of the 2nd moon (11th March). 
Some difficulty is found, however, for at 
the depth of three or four feet, the water 
rises, As the canal passes through Tow- 
lying land, where no disposition can be 
made of the water, it will be no easy task 
to sink its bed to a proper depth. 

Business has been a good deal disturbed 
by the war rumours, but as these decline 
it will revive ; and’ if occasional showers 
fall, so that the wheat fulfils its present 
promise, there scems to be 10 reason why 
trade should not be active this year.

FOOCHOW. 


A farther sum of £100, towards relief 
of tho distress in Ireland has been for- 
warded, by telegraphic transfer, to the 
Duchess of Marlborough’s Fund. This 
will make a total of £300 remitted from 
Foochow to date. Of the subscriptions 
recorded up to the Stl inst. (about $1,750), 
more than $200 has been contributed by 
Chinese. 

Tt is perhaps worth recording, as a 
matter of commercial interest, that on the 
morning of the 10th instant there was not 
even a solitary merchant vessel at anchor 
off Pagoda island. This singular fact 
forms in itself a foreible cxemplitication of 
the low ebb to which the general trade of 
this port has been reduced. 

‘A special general meeting of members 
of the Foochow Chambers of Commerce 
‘was held on the Gth instant, at the offices 
of Messrs. Odell and Leyburn, to consider 
a proposition from the Hongkong Chamber 
as to the advisability of obtaining some 
sort of representation in England on ques- 
tions of commercial interest in China and 
Japan. After some preliminary discussion, 
‘as to the nature and aim of the proposed 
representation, it was decided to postpone 
farther consideration of the subject till 
next month, when a larger attendance of 
members of the Chamber may be looked 
for. 

‘A new stone seat (in lieu of the one 
maliciously destroyed some months ago) 
has just been erected on the top of the hill 
near the ravine ; and a notice in Chinese, 
cut on a stone close by, cautions the 
against any interference with it. W! 
is to be hoped that the féngshui-ite gentry 
will abstain from wantonly destroying this 
new and harmless strueture, we are not by 
any means over-sanguine as to the elfect of 
an official warning on the turbulent village 
elders and gentry who have hitherto incited 
the otherwise quietly-disposed people to 
these petty acts of vandalism. 


























NAGASAEI. 

‘The Rising Sun says considerable dis- 
satisfaction is created by the irregular 
manner in which deficient postage is charged 
on foreign new Ge., arriving at 
Nagasaki. An instance cane under our 
notice during the past week, in which 
three consecutive numbers of a trade 
circular had been received by recent mails, 
encl{ bearing a one-penny postage stamp, 
and all forwarded by the ‘same ronte. On 
one of these, four cents “deficient postage ” 
had been charged; the other two being 
free. If penny postage was insufficient for 
one, it was for all. An explanation was 
sought from the Post Ofiice authorities, 
but no satisfaction could be obtained. 

‘The recent explosion at Takasima has 
apparently given rise to discontent amongst 
the native miners, and during the past 
week but little coal has been raised. Stocks 
are, however, large, and no fears of scarcity 
need be apprehended. 

- The Russian gun-boat Tongous left for 
Viadivostock on’ the 13th inst., and the 
French corvette Champlain left for Shang- 
hai the following day. ‘The U.S. frigate 
Ticonderoga, with Commodore Schrufeldt on 
board, arrived from Hongkong on the 15th 














inst., and it is expected that she will 
remain until the end of the month, when 
she proceeds to Yokohama. Men-of-war in 
harbour—British, Fly ; American, Ticon- 
deroga.

‘The investigation of the charge of 
murder against William Drinkelle, second 
mate of the American ship Centennial, was 
resumed on the 9th inst. in the United 
States Consular Court before J. Stahel, 
Esq., Consnl, sitting as Judge, and Messrs, 
3. F. Gorham, J. A. Weed, R. H. Da 
and R. G. Walsh. Prisoner, it will be 
remembered, had a quarrel with the first 
mate of the vessel, and a few minutes 
afterwards fired three shots at him from a 
revolver, inflicting injuries from which 
the first mate died in a short time. The 
enquiry stands adjourned until further 
notice, as the proceedings in the case are 
to be forwarded to the United States 
Minister at Tokio. 

Early on the morning of the 12th inst. a 
thief entered the house of a Chinaman in 
Water Street, close to the Concession, and 
stole from the room where the Chinaman 
slept cash, clothes, x blanket, a teapot, and 
sundries, valued at over $200. The thief 
went leisurely to work, and only took the 
best things in the room. ‘The Chinaman 
was reading till 12 o'clock the previous 
night, and as he was not disturbed, the 
thief ‘got clean off with his booty. 

A fire broke out between the hou 
nine and ten on the night of the 11th in 
in a street at the back of the Tamon-dori. 
A woman 53 years of age was sleeping with 
her daughter, a girl of about 12 years, ina 
back room of the house, the husband bein; 
absent at the time. ‘The girl awoke ani 
discovered the room full of smoke and the 
bed-clothes on fire. Seizing hold of a kettle 
of water close at hand, she tried to 
extinguish the fire, calling upon her mother 
to awake, but the old woman appeared to 
be stupetied, for upon trying to get up she 
fell back upon the burning clothes, The 
girl, being much frightened, ran to call her 
father, but foolishly never thought of 
alarming the neighbours. When she 
returned with her father and a number of 
policemen, the old woman was found to be 
burned to death, and the whole of the mats 
and furniture destroyed by the fire. 
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osaKa. 

It is reported that a merchant of Osaka 
is about to receive Government assistance 
to establish a new steamship company for 
trade on the coast of Japan. He is to have 
three or four steamers from the Government 
on credit, and, in fact, it is not improbable 
that the course followed in the formation 
of the other Government company, the gift 
of steamers, the grant of special privileges, 
subsidy, e., &e., will be adopted in this 
case. The want of coast conveyance is the 
most serious obstacle to Japanese trade at 
this moment, consequently everyone would 
rejoice to see a bund fide company enter 
into competition with the official const 
monopoly. ‘The news that a new Goveru- 
ment concern is to be started is, however, 
more disheartening than encouraging, and 
the actions of both these undertakings 
mist be watched with greater care than 
has heretofore been given to the absorption 
of the coast trade by officials.

the police are empowered to control all 
such assemblies, to order the members 
to disperse whenever they consider it 
advisable to do so, and to arrest any person 
contravening the rules. Students, officials 
of auy service or rank except those on 
special duty, and women, are forbidden to 
enter the asseinbly rooms, Offenders are 
liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred 
yen, with or without imprisonment for terms 
not exceeding trro years,

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 


March 26th.—The only document of 
importance in this day's Gazette is a report 
from Tsai Ling, Wéng 'P'ung-ho, and the 
Sonior members of the Censorate, the high 
committee charged with the investigation 
of the scousations, brought against, Wan 
Ch’ing-li, President of the Board of Civil 
Oftice and Governor-Adjoint of Shun- 
Fu. A summary of this case will be found 
in the Gazettes of 10th and 12th January 
and 8th March. 

March 27th.—A decree sentencing Jung 
Ln, General Commandant of the Gendar- 
metie in Peking, to deprivation of two 
steps of commutative rank, and removal 
to another post. ‘This penalty has been 
inflicted on the recommendation of the 
Board of War, for the impropriety of which 
Jung Lu was guilty in recommending that 
Ma Ko-t’u, avcashlered magistrate, should 
have his rank restored to him in considera- 

vices in connection with 
fausolea. 
from the supervising Congor 
-p'u complaining of an irregularity 
that has been committed in a recent 
recommendation of a salaried licentiate 
employed in the compilation of the ‘ Verit- 
able Record”. for promotion to the post of 
Assistant Reader of the Grand Secretariat. 
‘These posts are reserved by regulation for 
metropolitan graduates. He further under- 
stands that the licentiate in question has 
served for a very short time in the 
“Veritable Record" Ofice. The memorial 
concludes with a request that some other 
form of reward may be bestowed. 

(8) In a postscript memorial he points 
out that the permission for senior li- 
eentintes to purchase the grade of secretary 
of the Grand Secretariat was only accord 
in the rein of Tao Knang, and there is 

believe that there is no regulation 
ing secretaries by purchase from 
rising to the grade of assistant reader. 
He suggests therefore that a rule shall be 
drawn up by the Board of Civil Office 
which shall limit promotions to the grade 
of assistant to those oflicers who shall have 
been specially appointed secretaries by 
Imperial decree. 

(4) The same officer reports that he 
understands that after the rebellion in 
Chékiang, diplomas for the degree of chien 
shéng were sold wholesale throughout the 
province at rates varying from several 
thousand cash to nothing at all, with the 
result that the place is overrun by literary 
graduates. This being the ‘case in 
Chékiang, it is highly probable that a 
| similar condition of things exists in other 
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provinces, and to remedy the abuse the 
memorialist suggests that any degrees so 
obtained subsequent to the twelfth year of 
‘Tung Chih shall not be recognised until 
the holder of the diploma shall have paid a 
certain percentage of the legal price for it, 
when the diploma shall be substituted for 
a proper one. Any person failing to secure 


his degree by the payment of this extra fee | 


within two years should have his diploma 
cancelled. It is urged by some that many 
of the diplomas are forged, and that it 
would, therefore, be an injustice to compel 
the holders of genuine documents to pay 
the same fee for them as the holders of 
spurious ones. The memorialist considers 
that this objection is met by the fuet that 
the prices paid for genuine ones were in 
the first instance ridiculously small. 

(6) Memorial from Li Ming-ch'ih, Gover- 
nor of Hunan, applying on behalf of 
Huang Shao-ch’un, Commander-in-chief in 
Chékiang, for permission to vacate his post. 
This officer was granted leave of absence

His own health improved 
much under rest and care, but his parents 
continued in such ill-health that in Septem- 
ber last he applied through the Governor 
for extension of leave, and two months’ 
more congé were granted him. ‘This second 
leave has now expired, but his father is so 
seriously ill with asthma and gout, and his 
mother with spitting of blood, that he does 
not like to leave them for a moment, as 
they have no one else to attend to them. 
‘He is thus placed in a dilemma, but as there 
is a law permitting only sons to vacate their 
posts for the purpose of ministering to their 
parents when the latter have reached the 
age of seventy years, as is the case with his 
own parents, he trusts that His Majesty 
will graciously allow him to vacate the post 
of Commander-in-chief of Ohékiang that 
he may remain in attendance upon them. 
—Granted by decree earlier issued. 

March 28th.—(1) Wan Chiing-li, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Civil Office, and 
Governer-Adjoint of Shun-t'ien Fu, who 
is now on congé, has an extension of two 
months’ sick leave in answer to an applica- 
tion for permission to retire, 

(2) Memorial from Tso 'sung-t'ang, 
Governor-General of Shénsi and Kansn, 
applying for the bestowal of marks of dis- 
tinction upon a number of high ofticers 
who have exerted themselves during the 
past three years in the transmission of 
‘unds for the army of the North-West. ‘The 

subsidies forwarded during this period by 

various Customs amount in all to a total of 

Taels 4,000,000. (See Gazette of Gth March.) 

(3) The Governor-General of Min Chéh 
and the Governor of Fuhkien report 
that relief has been afforded to thirteen 

Loochooans, the crew of a junk that 

was rescued by a Chineso gunboat off 

the coast of T'ai-p'ing Hsien in Ché- 

Kiang, and forwarded to Foochow. The 

men were examined through an inter- 

preter, and gave the following account of 
their adventures :—They set sail from Napa 
ina small junk on the 25th of July last, 

With the intention of going to the island of 

Pa-chung Shan for a cargo of rice and cloth. 

While at sea they suddenly encountered a 

gale which blew them out to the ocean and 
destroyed their mast and oars. ‘They jetti- 
soned their cargo as soon as they could, and 
at the end of ten days found themselves 
off the coast of T’ai-p'ing Hsien in Chékiang, 
where they were fortunate enough to fall 
in with a gunboat, which brought them into 
port. ‘They were lodged in an official 
residence, and supplied by the Magistrate 
with food, clothing, bedding and money. 
‘He also had their boat repaired for them 
in a substantial manner, and sent them 
under escort to Foochow. They passed 
Wenchow and other places on their way, 
-and were everywhere supplied with rice, 
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meat, salt, vegetables and money by the 
local ‘authorities. ‘Ihe memorialist, in com- 
passion for the hardships to which they 
have been exposed, has had the men pro- 
perly housed, and has caused them to be 
supplied with a daily ration of a pint of 
rice and six candareens of silver per diem, 
in lieu of salt and vegetables. ‘They will 
be supplied with a month’s rations upon 
their return to their country, arrangements 
being made in due course to that end.

MADAME DORIANI’S OPERA COMIQUE COMPANY 
AY THE LYCEUM THEATRE, 

We caunot but think that Madame 
Doriani made a mistake on Monday evening 
in selecting Hervé’s comic opera of Le Petit 
Faust as her introductory piece for Shanghai 
if she desired 10 at once create a favourable 
impression, as it bears no evidence of 
musical ability and is only a very poor and 
weakly constructed parody on Goethe's 
touching romance so ably set to music by 
Gounod. ‘The opening scene more nearly 
touches the original than any other part of 
the opera, but this is mainly due to the 
entrance of Mephisto and the re-juyenes- 
cence of Faust, for as the opera proceeds it, 
becomes very diflicult indeed to trace any 
resemblance at all between the original 
and the parody, even though the imagina- 
tion is assisted’ by imitations of the best 
known airs from Gounod’s setting of the 
former. Marguerite appears in the first 
sot os a hopdesiah solicigicl who hae o 
tured the heart of Faust, her too suscepti 
ble teacher, but in the second act she is 
metamorphosed into a successful dancing. 
mistress, and receives Faust's advances 
with anything but bashfulness and timid- 
ity, and in the end they both fall into th 
clutches of the fiend, Mephisto is alway: 
on hand to aid Faust, and Valentin appears 
now and then to assist the attempt at a 
plot, on the slight materials of which is 
hung some very indifferent fun, unredeemed 
by any brilliant or clever music, 

Tt says a great deal for Madame Doriani’s 
company that they were able last night to 
infuse a great deal of spirit into the repre- 
sentation of this weak operetta, despite the 
wretchedly small audience that welcomed 
their first appearance. Though no member 
of the troupe is gifted with a really fine 
voice, yet they one and all generally made 
the most of the music that falls to the 
share of the characters represented, while 
there can be no doubt at all about the 
excellent histrionie ability they displayed, 

‘MadaineDoriani, whose voice is of a pleas- 
ing quality, undertook the part of Maryue 
ite, and both sang and acted with the verve 
that the character demands. She was 
loudly applauded for her rendering of the 
airs—remarkable only for variety of style— 
in the first and second acts, but she was not 
quite so successful with the spinning-wheel 
song in the third act, which the audienco 
received in silence. “This, however, may 
have been owing to the fact that it took 
them some time to recover from the shock 
of having to listen to a burlesque of 
Gounod’s touching aria, Cera un Re di 
Thule. 

‘Madame Morali Meunge, who possesses 
a clear though not powerful soprano voice, 
assumed a pleasing shape as Mephisto, 
and was over and over again deserved 
applauded for her singing of the music 
of the part. Such as it was it served to 
show that this artiste is capable of doing 
justice to better music. 

The title réle was taken by M. Blanc, 
the tenor, who was more successful in the 
early part of the evening than towards the 
close, as his voice somewhat failed to stand 
the strain made upon it. _M. Blane cannot 
boast of a powerful voice, but he knows 
how to use it to advantage, and the middle 
notes of his reyister are good. 

‘M. Meunge was the Valentin of the piece, 
and added greatly to the success of its 
representation by his comical acting of the 
part. His singing was correct, and his

All “the dresses were good and the 
piece was very well put on the stage, 
a very good effect having been obtained 
by the introduction of a real pony aud 
carriage on the stage. It was also 
evident that a considerable amount of 
trouble had heen expended on the,instrue- 
tion of the supers, some of whom were 
readily recognized as members of a public 
and useful body. But we would advise 
Madame Doriani, if she must needs intro- 
duce supers on the stage representing 
Highlanders clothed in their native garb, 
to take a little more pains to ensure its bein 
correct. ‘The two yannt figures who passed 
for Scotia’s sons last night seemed to have 
substituted Singapore serangs for kilts, and 
to have chosen a plaid never yet seen by the 
clans, while the style of their chaussure 
would have driven a Highlander into a fit. 

It is a pity that the curtain did not 
finally fall on the third act, so that the 
audience couldhave got home a little earlier, 
and have escaped the fourth act represent 
ing the infernal regions, which was a very 
tame alfair, as may readily Le supposed. 

Madame’ Doriani promises us better 
pieces than Ze Petit Faust, to which 
she and her company are quite able to do 
full justice, and we therefore trust full 
houses will reward her enterprise.

‘There is a richness 
and vivacity about all Madame Doriani’s 
movements on the stage that would invest 
the dullest of operetias with interest, and 
is bound to win the sympathies of the 
audience, and this was most fully the case 
on-'Thursday, added to which Madame 
Doriani sang the lovely letter song—the gem 
of the piece—with such feeling and expres- 
sion that she brought dow the house. 
Madame Doriani was not less successful in 
the scene that followed.

without being able to recognize his former 
companion. This is an extremely difiicult 
scene for any actress, and Madame Doriani 
did it to perfection, keeping up the fun of 
the situation without verging on vulgarity.

‘At the opening of the second act, Mes- 
dames Morali Miinch and Bourgoin, who 
took the parts of the ladies-in-waiting 
Mastrilla, Guadalena and Brambilla, had 
their solitary opportunity of distinguishing 
themselves, of which they took full advan- 
tage, their amusing trio with Piquillo being 
jgiven so admirably as to call for the 
j heartiest applause from the audience. 

M. Miinch as the Viceroy had not very 
much scope for the display of his abilities, 
but was very amusing as the dissipated 
Viceroy, making the most of the concerted 
h he took part, and the miuor 
parts of Panatellas and Dou Pedro were 
made the most of by Messieurs Marius aud 
Yiinch. At the conclusion of the piece, 
which was carefully put on the stage, the 
performers were once more called before 
the curtain, 

‘Madame Doriani advertises the popular 
comic opera Les Cloches de Corneville 
for this evening, and as this piece has met 
with unprecedented success in Paris and 
London, it is not too much to expect thas 
the Lyceum will be well filled. From what 
we have already seen, we are confident 
that Les Cloches de Corneville will lose 
uothing in the hands of Madame Doriani’s 
Company beyond the necessary curtail 
ment of the choruses. 





























‘MR. IBURG’S CONCERT. 
Br. Iburg’s second concert of the season 
was given at the Masonic Hall on Tuesday 
ing last, when we were sorty to observe 
that the audience consisted of about one 
hundred only. - Why this should have been 
the case is difficult to determine, for there 
should be quite enough music-loving people 
in Shanghai to fill the Masonic Hall with- 
out difficulty when attracted by such an 
| excellent programme as Mr. Iburg offered, 
| containing hardly a single piece that was 
not well worth hearing, even at the expense 
of having to turn out after dinner, For the 
last two months, at least, the Shanghai 
ublic have not been overburdened with 
wusements, aud a plethora of entertain- 
menis cannot therefore be pleaded as an 
excuse for hot supporting a resident artist 
of no mean ability im his landable endeavour 
to cater for the public. Ifthe concert on 
‘Tuesday night was not the best of the 
season, it has not been excelled by any. 
‘The evening opened with Mendelssohn's 
trio in C minor for piano, violin and 
j cello, which was, of course, quite safe in the 
hands of Messrs. Fentum, Iburg and an 
amateur justly renowned for his skill on 
the instrument he plays. ‘The audience 
paid careful attention to all of the three 
|imovements, applauding heartily at the 
conclusion,” The lovely adagio of this 
trio would have charmed even those who 
profess to dislike classical music, and who 
| prefer to take a delight in nigger minstrelsy, 
‘The recitative and aria from The Crea- 
tion, “ Rolling in Foaming Billows,” which. 
followed, was a pleasing novelty at a Shang- 
hai concert, where we are too often con- 
demned to listen to feeble modern trash not 
worth attention, and the selection was 
doubly welcome’ as it was so admirably 
sung by an amateur bass who has only 
lately returned to Shanghai. Then f 
lowed the allegro moderato from De Beriot 
Third Concerto for violin, played by Mr. 
Iburg in his best style, and capitally accom- 
panied by an amateur orchestra of string 
instruments. 





















An amateur tenor who has frequently 
appeared before a Shanghai audience next 
gave, the air, “Watt her Angels” from 
fandel’s Jephitha. We can congratulate 
him on his selection, but wish we could 
note any improvement in this gentleman's 
style of singing. His phrasing is bad, and 
want of practice evidently prevents him 
making a proper use of his fine voice. 

‘The second part of the Concert opened 
with another happy selection, Hummel’s 
Quartet in G major, for piano, violin, viola 
aud cello, It was played throughout as 
carefully and well as the preceding trio, 
and was thoroughly appreciated by a 
sympathetic audience, 

The amateur bass who sang in the first 
part next gave Mattei’s somewhat quaint 
song, “Oh, oh! Hear the wild winds blow,” 
and carried the audience away by his capital 
rendering of it, being succeeded by the 
amateur tenor who had previously sung, 
with Wilford Morgan’s baliad, “ My Sweet 
heart when a boy,” when the faults we have 
above pointed out were if anything more 
apparent than in the selection from 
Jephtha, 

‘The concluding piece naturally served 
for a display of Mr, Iburg’s wonderful 
mastery of the violin, which he proved to 
the satisfaction of all present by his splendid 
playing of Vieuxtemps’ Air Varie, thus 
concluding a concert. which deserved far 
better support than was accorded to it, 









‘THE VOLUNTEER PARADE. 
Alter two postponements on aecount of 
bad weather, the Volunteers had beautiful 
weather on’ Monday for their parade in 
celebration of the anniversary of the battle 
of Muddy Flat, fought in defence of the 
Settlements on the 4th April, 1854. ‘The 
muster was at the Police Compound at 
four o'clock, an hour earlier than usual 
and to ensure a large attendance several 
mercantile houses and stores closed 
their establishments at half-past three, 
‘The bugle sounded the “fall in” pune- 
tually at the hour appointed, aud when 
the roll was called it was found that there 
wore forty-four members preseut of No. 1 
Company, forty-eight of No, 2 Company, 
and twenty-three Actillerymen, makin; 
115 rank and file, exclusive of officers, of 
whom we noticed no absentess. ‘The 
muster was undoubtedly one of the largest 
since the re-organisation of the Corps, 
‘There were the usual proving of thie Com- 
anes and other: preliminary. movements 
in the Compound, and then the battalion, 
headed by the Artillery, with threo guns, 
and the Public Band’ next playing an 
inspiriting air, marched to the Race-course, 
the streets ew route being, as usnal, line 
with natives, Arriving at the Race-course 
the battalion first advanced in line, then 
broke into column to the right and marched. 
sed in companies, the Artillery leading. 
The effect of this movement was consider- 
ably marred by an ill-chosen tune played 
by the Band, and in consequence there 
was another march passed with a decided 
improvement. ‘Thereupon the line was 
re-formed, numbered from right to left, and 
then divided into three companies under. 
the command of Captain Harvie, Captain 
Mackenzie being in charge of No. 1 Com- 
pany, Lieutenant Sim of No. 2, and Lieu- 
tenant Tucker of No. 3, with Lieutenant 
Noel of the Artillery acting as aidede- 
camp to Major-Commandant Holliday. An 
imaginary enemy was supposed to have 
possession of a wood on the Base Ball 
ground, and manoeuvres were executed to 
dislodge them with blank ammunition, 
fifteen rounds having boon supplied to 
each man, No1 Company was first sent 
out to skirmish, No. 2 forming a support, 
and No. 3 the reserve with the Artillery 
on their right. No. 1 Company was 
relieved from their forward position by 
No. 2, with No. 3 also operating on their 
left supported by the Artillery. ‘The 
enemy Were eventually dislodged, and then 
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No. 2 and No. 3 Companies pursued at the 
double across the Base Ball und, while 
the Artillery also advanced and opened fire. 
‘The enemy having been thoroughly beaten, 

o three Companies were again drawn up 
in line, and marched back to the Settle- 
ment. On arriving at the Police Com- 

ound the men were drawn up s0 as to 
Form three sides of a square, and the 
Major then presented the prizes shot for

SHANGHAI ROWING CLUB—SPRING REGATTA,

For the last few years the Spring Regatta 
of the Shanghai Rowing Club has been of 
a character to almost warrant the assertion. 
that boating was on the wane in the Model 
Settlement. Indeed, last year there was 
no Spring Regatta at all, owing, as was 
put forth, to the unavoidable absence of 
many prominent members of the Club who 
had gone to Hankow aud Foochow for 
the tea season ; but this could hardly be 
regarded as the real cause, for it is but 
reasonable to suppose that a keen interest in 
the sport would have resulted in the opening 
reunion of the season being fixed for a day 
before it was necessary for the Chaaszes to 
leave, Tn the last annual report of the 
Club, the Committes regretted ‘to have 
again to report a falling off in the number 
of members,” which they attributed to “the 
disinclination or want of interest in all 
healthy and manly sports which charac- 
terizes the majority of young men now 
coming to Shanghai from England and 
America,” and this statement was justified 
by the fact that of the forty-nine payin; 
members of the Club, thirty-seven ha 
been in China from seven to seventeen 
years and upwards, only twelve having 
arrived during the last two or three years. 
To be a member of the Club is not 
expensive ; boating is a pleasurable and 
healthful exercise ; its manliness promotes 
good companionship and despises petty 
and itis difficult to conceive why 
new arrivals do not avail themselves of the 
advantages it confers. But a change has ap- 
parently taken place, the Regatta on Thurs- 
day being an unqualified success—a success, 
however, no greater than the efforts of those 
concerned in the management deserved, 
and one which should result in attracting a 
large number of new members to the Club. 
In the first place, it was a wise decision to 
hold the Regatta on the Soochow Creek 
instead of on the river. We know the river 
is preferred by nota few of the competitors,

of the Creek, where ladies can with pleasure 
to themselves grace the scene with their 
presence ; and when ladies can do this, 
success is bound to follow, as was the case 
on Thursday.

+ H.R, PRINCE HEINRICH IN SHANGHAT. 
‘The arrangements made for the reception 

and entertainment of His Royal Highness 

Prince Heinrich were carried out as de- 


tailed in our last issue, The German gun- 





boat Cyelop arrived from Woosung shortly 
before ten o’clock a.m. on the 17th inst. and 
went alongside the Latise, where the Prince 
was received by her commander, the band 
meanwhile playing a national tnne. The 
‘Prince was accompanied by Captain Maclean 
ofthe Prinz Adalbert, his military governor, 
Baron Freiherr von Seckendorff, and Dr. 
Braune. After a brief stay on the Luise, 
the party landed at the Nanzing Road 
jetty, where they were received by Dr. 

ocke, the German Consul-General, a 
large number of foreigners having also 
assembled. Thence the Prince and his 
suite proceeded to the German Consulate, 
where the Royal Standard was hoisted, 
and after breakfast there was the official re- 
ception of diplematists, consuls, and naval 
officers, also the Taotai with other Chinese 
officials. Afterwards the Prince went for 
a drive, and in the evening attended the 
banquet given by the German community 
at the Masonic Hall, which was suitably 
decorated both internally and externally. 
The entrance was ornamented with choice 
plants and Chinese lanterns, while in front 
of the Hall was a large gas illumination 
executed under the superintendence of Mr. 
G. J. Yeo of the Gas Works. In the centre 
there was the initial letter of the Prince’s 
Christian name ‘“ H,” in German text, with 
astar on either side, and the whole was 
surmounted by the Prince’s coronet. The 
doors and pillars of the porch and entrance 
hall were entwined with evergreens, as were 
also the balustrades upon the staircase 
id landing; and in every available 
place were flowers and shrubs, the dwarf 
cherry and peach plants, some of which 
were in bloom, filling the place with a 
fragrant perfume. At the foot of the stair- 
case were an extemporised shrubbery and 
fountain, similar to that which ocoupied 
the same position at the Masonic ball, while 
in the cornices still remained the Masonic 
devices which also formed a prominent 
feature in the decorations on that occasion. 
‘The banquet took place in the large hall, 
which looked brilliant in its festive adorn- 
ments, and those who saw it must have been 
convinced of its adaptability for public 
assembI There were shrubs and choice 
flowers in each corner and covering the 
organ dais ; pretty plants and exotics were 
arranged round the cornices ; in the windows 
were the flags of many nations; the 
rafters supporting the roof and the gaseliers 
were tastefully wroathed with evergreens 
intermixed with flowers ; festoons of ever- 
greens, relieved with jature flags and 
streamers, draped the walls; while an appro- 
priate finished was given to the whole 
by a large bust of the Emperor William 
in front of the organ, surmounted by 
‘a blazing star, with the Chinese ensign 
in the alcove above. Covers were laid 
for 111, and we understand this was the 
exact number of guests who sat down, 
there being a cross-table at the west end, 
and a long table on either side. His Royal 
Highness occupied the seat of honour in 
the centre of the cross-table, and on either 
side of him were members of the committee ; 
Dr. Focke was the Prince’s vis-a-vis, and 
natal officers were on his right and left. 
‘The other officers present occupied seats 
according to their rank alternately with 
residents. The splendid band from the 
Prinz Aldalbert discoursed music, and the 
banquet passed off without the slightest 
hitch, being proclaimed a great  suc- 
cess.’ There was very little speechify- 
ing, as is customary with the Germans, we 
believe, on such occasions. Dr. Focke 
welcomed the Prince in appropriate terms, 
and proposed his health. The Prince 
responded, thanking his nationals for the 
handsome manner in which they had 
received and entertained him, and in 
conclusion proposed the health of his

‘THE ADDRESS TO MR, DAVENPORT. 
(Daily Press.) 

Rarely has a tribute to conscientious and 
fearless discharge of duty been better 
deserved than that paid by the British com- 
munity of Shanghai on the 2nd instant to 
Mr, Arthur Davenport. It is not often, 
unfortunately, that a British Consul is so 
thoroughly the representative of his com- 
munity. Itis be regretted that some of our 
Consuls fail to realise the extent of their 
responsibilities and the nature of the rel 
tions that should unite them to the British 
residents. Mr. Davenport, in his reply to 
the address prevented to kim, shows how 
clearly he appreciates the position, and his 
remarks are well worth the attention of 
all his nationals throughout China, He 
says :— With regard to what you have 
said as to the difficulty which exists of 
being able to gain the approval of both mer- 
chants here and the authorities at Home, 
T would remark that the solution of such 
‘a problem is simple—this fact should be 
borne in mind, that the interests of the 
parties are identi You are here to 
promste commerce and thus to advance 
British interests, and British interests aro 
of course the end and aim of Her Majesty's 
Government. You and I alike have ono 
master—the British Government, Aud in 
this connection it is important to remember 
that the Consnl and the community should 
be on a footing of the closest intimacy, 
‘Phusonly ean the former know wlint ie ronlly 
ing on, and when he is dealing with the 
hinese oficials, it strengthens his position 
enormously when the Chinese officials are 
aware that he has the community at 
his back.” Mr. Davenport has always 
stood up firmly for the rights of British 
merchants, no. matter what difficulties 
have confronted him; and, without any 
bullying, has given the Chinese authorities 
to understand that the treaty stipula- 
tious must be observed. British officials 
in China can never expect to have an easy 
time if they are determined to enforce the 
observance of the treaties. The Chinese 
mandarin would have contrived to wear 
‘out Job's patience, had the patriarch been 
exposed to the tesl, Always ready to pro- 
mise everything asked, but invariably find- 
ing an excuse for non-performance, it is a 
most difficult matter to compel any action 
by aChinese official. How many of our 
own officials have been worsted in the 
struggle, have given up at last through 
sheer weariness, it would be difficult to 
say. The greater credit, therefore, is due 
to those whose patience tires not and 
whose determination, while impenetrable 
to sophistry, is unabated by delay. We 
trust that ‘Mr. Davenport's services may 
meet with suitable recognition at the hands 
of the Government he has served so faith- 
fully and well, It would afford his coun- 
trymen in China much gratification to see 
him promoted toa high position in the 
diplomatic service. 









































THE SILK TRADE. 
[Communicated] 

In the accompanying letter to importers, 
brokers and silk merchants, Mr. Pirola, 
of Messrs. Semenza and Oo., London, a 
gentleman well known in the silk trade, 
calls attention to some of the chief causes 
of the heary cost on account of charges 
and bad condition of raw silk as stored by 
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the Dock Companies in England. It is 
“an undoubted fact that the object of 
careful packing and sorting in China 
is defeated by -the way in which silk 
js handled at Home. Immediately on 
the arrival of the bales in the London 
warehouses, they are opened and examined 
for the purpose of discovering if any of the 
contents are damaged, the floss-caps are 
removed from the ends of the books, and 
not being put on again, the silk is liable to 
Jose the beautiful gloss on its moases, and 
nearly always does do so, Each bale of 
12 books is then sewn up ina bag made of 
now Hessian cloth weighing exactly 2-1 

In addition to this the twine with which 
the bag is closed is supposed to weigh 2 02. 
To cover this when a parcel is weighed 
for the account-sale a two-ounce weight is 
placed in the scales against the silk, which 
often has the effect of causing a loss to the 
seller of 1-Ib, as odd ounces are not taken 
into account: this is in addition to the 
2-Ibs, tret allowed to the buyer for bands, 
&e. The Hossian wrapper is of porous 
and loose texture, consequently it not only 
admits the dust and 

fibrous nature injures the silk placed 
in it, Most of the handling of silk by 
the London Dock Companies being now 
done by contract, the workmen employed 
are not likely to be as careful as 
regular and properly trained men. Silk to 
be kept ina merchantable condition must 
not be removed from the original wrappers. 
It cannot be expected that Continental 
buyers, who are in the habit of receivii 
shipments in the condition they left China, 
will go to London to purchase an article 
which, after the barbarous treatment it 
has received at the hands of unskilled 
persons there, is scarcely recognizable. 

It is a curious thing also how long the 
Insurance Companies have remained apa- 
thetic of their own interests in continuing 
to allow the bulking of silk. By this process 
all the damaged books are placed by 
the Dock Company’s employés in the last 
numbers of the run of a parcel, and thus 
aclaim for particular average can be often 
made when, if the damaged portions were 
left in the original packages, they would 
not be large enough to recover for. 

‘There can be no question that “‘condition- 
ing” silk in a proper manner in London 
would be a great boon to importers. ‘The 
trial was made some years ago but failed 
‘owing to the opposition raised to it ‘by 
certain interested parties anxious to retain 
the old régime. Their obstinacy and 
selfishness has met with the reward it 
deserved. So soon as, as Mr. Pirola 
observes, the opening of the Suez Canal 

laced the great silk consuming marts of 

‘uropein as favourableapositionas England 
hitherto had occupied, buyers quickly found 
the advantages the Continental system had 
over the absurd and obsolete regulations 
instituted by the East India Company. 

That the time is come that these should 
be done away with is plain to any sensible 
man if Englishmen do not intend to let the 
whole of the silk trade pass from them. 
A large portion of it has already done 80, 
and the rest seems likely to follow unless 
some such measures as Mr. Pirola sugyests 
are taken to prevent it.

RAILWAYS IN JAPAN. 
(Japan Mail.) 





‘The triumph of railways as a means of 
communication was fully established lon; 

before most of us were born; but it is sti 

not too late to point out again the inestim- 
able benefits that a country like Japan, 
which is practically without roads suited to 
the requirements of a commercial com- 
munity, can and must derive from the 
adoption of some such railway system as 
obtains in the unsettled territories of the 
United States, and the sparsely populated 
colonies of Great Britain, ‘The future 
of railways in Japan, a country teeming 
with inhabitants and natural " products, 
is full of promise ; provided that enor- 
mous sums of money are not squandered 
in the construction of lines out of all 


! proportion to the business to be done. 
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‘That the traftic may be reasonably expected 
to increase, as communication is opened 
up with the interior of the country, is 
conclusively shown by the returns furnished 
by the railway authorities giving the 
results of the two short lines now working. 
Taking, for example, the Kobe and Ootsa 
section, wo find that during the week 
ending on the 2lst of March last year, 
there were forty-seven miles open for 
trafic, and the gross earnings amounted 
to 12,634.16 yen, or 268.81 yen, per 
mile. ‘This year at the same date fifty- 
five miles were open, and produced for 
the corresponding period 20,243.96 yen 
or 368.07 yen per mile, which is equivalent 
to £47.10, at the present value of kinsatsu 
and taking exchange at 3/9, Let us now 
see how these figures compare with the 
receipts from railways in other countries. 
From the published returns it appears 
that during the year 1876, the average 
gross weekly earnings per mile of the 
railways in Great Britain and Ireland were 
£68.07 ; in India (State lines), £8.72; in 
New South Wales, £27.00; in Victoria, 
£30.00 ; in New Zealand, £12.80, aud in 
‘Tasmania, £12.30. It will thus be seen that 
Japan occupies a very favourable position 
dis regards income from her railways ; for 
although, as might naturally be expected, 
the earnings on the Japanese lines are 
considerably below those of Great Britain, 
still they compare very favourably with 
those of the other countries quoted. Judg- 
ing then from results, there can be no 
question that, supposing even ordinary 
economy has been exercised in the con- 
atruction and working of the railways at 
present open, the Government must be in 
receipt of a return on the outlay incurred 
which undoubtedly should encourage the 
rapid extension of the benefits of railway 
communication to all parts of the Empire. 
One thing, however, should not be over- 
looked, and that is the initial expense, which 
can now be adapted to the requirements 
and financial position of the country. One 
of the greatest blunders that can possibly be 
perpetrated is the making of railways with 
too great a rogard for the future and not 
sufiicient consideration for the immediate 
present. No business can stand against a 
capital outlay which is out of proportion to 
tho business to be done. It is familiar to 
all that the successful manufactories and 
trading enterprises of every country have 
been the result of small first outlay and 
gradual development of business. Iu many 
well-known instances where a new enterprise 
has been commenced with a large capital 
and huge buildings, failure and disaster 
have been only too frequent, even in cases 
which had ali the advantages of modern 
machinery, a skilled staff, aud good business 
connections. The man’ of business who 
begins in a small way, koopa 
and capital fully occupied ; and success 
is the outcome of the demand exceeding 









































the supply. To build a railway many times 
too large in all its belongings, is simply to 
postpone the day of its becoming remunera- 
tive—a postponement which is for ever 
adding all sorts of burdens to the capital 
account. Here in Japan the autho: 
have the varied experience of other coun- 
tries to guide them; and there certainly 
seems a very wide margin between £39,000 
a mile, which has been the average cost of

ANTIQUITY CLAIMED FOR NIHILISM. 


A curious article on ‘ Ni 
is published by the Presse of Vienna. 
writer says that Nihilist doctrines first 
made their appearance in China in the tenth 
century, when Buddhism began to take the 
| place of the old national religion based on 
| the worship of the forces of nature. ‘The 
|ductriue of the Nirvana, the extinction 
of the individual, was taken in its material 
sense, and the State, society, and the 
family were represented as only deserving 
ofdestruction. A succession of bad harvests, 
which caused a general famine, inclined tl 
masses of the people to support the Nihil 
tendency to pull down all existing instit 
tious; and the consequence was a series of 
civil wars which put an end to no fewer tl 
six dynasties in asingle century. The reign 
of Nihilism, which produced anarchy and 
chavs in China, was succeeded in the middle 
of the eleventh century by that of Svcialism, 
under Wang-ngan-tche, a leader immeasur- 
ably superior, we are told, to Proudhon, 
Lassalle, Bakounin, or Karl Marx. Wang" 
ngan-tche thought’ he would be able to 
construct on the social basis which 
Nihilism had levelled a new organi 
humanity. He was born in 1027, 
the most hostile of his biographers praise 
his learning, intelligence, and eloquence. 
‘The ability and success with which he re- 
fated the arguments of the Nihilists made 
him popular ; and the Emperor Tehen-tsung 
invited him:to his Court and tnade him hi 
Chief Minister. In1069this Chinese Soci 
was the most powerful man in the Empire 
next to the Emperor himself. He first 
issued a decree abolishing all personal pro- 
perty in land ; the whole country was to be 
cultivated by the State, and its produce 
equally divided among the people. Other 
decrees placed all private industries under 
State management and made them State 
property, aud compelled all capitalists to
